In any 
kind of nutritious food, as good timothy 
bav, oats, corn o)- mill feed, tlie eost of

\i:i<h;r ten dollars. Now, the amount 
would, during the useful life of the eow, 
amonhtto from f8J to $100 — a sum, as 
will l e readily seen, ^ considerably larg- 
er than tht? "ntife carcass of the cow is 
likely to bo wortli, if sold to the butcher. 

Biit this estimate cuts no Hg^re in ex- 
chuiini,^ tiie large well-bred cow from 
the average farm; for, on any but tho 
strictly dairy farm, the cow's usefulness 
comes largely from the valtiable increase 
she gives from year to year, giving a 
goo 1 account of herself in the mean- 
time, at the pail. The time was when 
we looked to the farm, as this tei-in is 
generally understootl, for all our butter 
fuld cheese; and while important inno- 
vations have been made upon old-time 
jtiactiees, we mu<t not allow the farm 
proper, or any industry upon it, to be 
overwhelmed*^ by changes from any 
source.

to kib, or sell to the butcher tit five or 
six weeks old.

Ii; llieir 
production a '!;»r;:e ;ini--i;nt of nutritive 
material is coii-unici; and for tin- ino.st 
part they are stored up irretriex a!)ly in 
the p'ant, not boiiig reroji verted into 
nutritive material. This gave tjome 
color to the old idea that they are ex- 
crenientitious. Ibit besides that under 
normal c iidition-they aiTiu)t excreted, 
why should a pdiic tree convert such an 
amount of its assimilated te-nary mat- 
ters intoturpentine, Avhich is mer<My to 
be e-xcreted? Or, if it be a by-nioduct, 
wbat nstfful production or beneficial end 
attends the production? If e.xcremen- 
titious, the tree .-hotild be benefited bjt 
drawing it oft". Ilut, as Do Vries re- 
niarks, and as the owners of the trees 
very well know, the process is injurious, 
and if followed up is destructive. It 
goes almost without saying nowaday^ 
that the tui7>entine is of real good to the 
tree, el.«-e turpentine bearing trees would 
not e.xist. iJe Vries has ma(.le out a real 
use, which he thinks is the true function 
of the resinif<!i-oiis mailers in Coniferaj 
and in other lesin-prtnlucing plants. 
Resinoas jtifee is stored in the tree as a 
balm for wounds. It is stored up under 
tension, so that it is innnediately poured 
out over an abraded or wounded sur- 
face; for these wounds it makes the best 
of dressing, promptly oxidating as it 
does iuto a resinous coating, which ex- 
cludes the air and wet and other injuri- 
ous influences, especially the germs r»r 
spoies which instigate decay : and so the 
process of heaiing, where there is true 
healing or reparatTmi, or of heaUhy se)>- 
aration of the dead from the livin<r tis- 
sues, is favored in tlie highest degree. 
The saturation ci tlie wooily layers with 
resin, in the vicinity of woimds and fract- 
ures (as is seen in the light wood of our 
hard nines) is referred to as etlectiveiy 
anestfng the decay which pa^M'tlc 
fungi set up. this "lat'^ woodbeingim- 
pervious to mycelium. 

I^atex or milky juice is a more com- 
plex prodtiet, of whicli certain portions 
have biM'ii .^hown to be nutritive; but as 
to the caoutehouc aud the waxy matters 
they contain, De Vries insists that they 
sub.serve a similar oflicc, arc, in fact, a 
remedy--a protection aijainst decay, a 
natural provision for the dressing of 
wounds, under which healing may most
